An automated system of initial 
diagnosis of cardiovascular 
diseases, called Autolnlervtew, 
has gone into operation In Lat- 
via, a Union republic on the 
shores of the BalUc Sea. 

The system Is meant to reveal 
the six main groups of cardio- 
vascular disease on the basis of 
facts obtained from the general 
condition ol a patient. The ques- 
tions requiring answers are put 
by a computer and not a doctor. 
On a special screen the ques- 
tions and a list ol possible rep- 
lies undei separate numbers era 
Illuminated. The patient gons ' 
through them, enelyscs his con- 
dition, thenpruBScse correspond- 
ing button. Depending on his 
replies Ihe computet might 
choose other questions which 
"Interest” It This dialogue lasts 
from 5 to 15 minutes. Tlien the 
machine prints the conlcmplated 
dlognosls and disease piovcntlon 
recommoiidailons.

WATER 

A tochnlqiie which will prove 
to be economicdl in producing 
extiapuro water has been de- 
veloped at the Siberian Drauch 
of Ihe Acadumv of Sciences of 
the USSR, in Novosiblisk.

Hla dandng reilecls the end- 
less possibilities ol the ballet dailies, and Ibe 
techniques have bCen recognized as pbmuun^ 
nal, 

A short while ago, Nadezhda Pavlova and 
Vyacheslav Gordeyev gave a concert on tlie 
ilage of tlie Central Concert Hall in Moscow 
where Gordeyev appeared not only as the dan- 
cer who created images on dtffcrenl planes, but 
also as a choreographer.

Goideyev Is foil of artistic plaiu. He wants 
to dance and to prodneo bollets. "The spedo- 
tors are used to seeing me In classical parts," 
saj-s the dancer. "1 would like to try my band 
at some really poignant and Inlenic character 
pari. Grotesque parts are very Inieresllng. It la 
quite possible that I will start looking for a cha- 
racter like this, in dasslcal lltoraluro."
